away, and up to this time no clue to 
the thief or thieves has been discov- 
ered, although the police force and

many people pass at the noon hour

ticed riding to and from Reedsville 
several times, using a coal wagon as 
her vehicle of travel. 


Bought Carbolic Acid.

drug store, on Market street, and 
asked for carbolic acid. Her request 
for the poison was refused and she 
left. She evidently waited until the 
man who declined to sell her the aci 
had left the store and a clerk was 
alone, for she later entered the store 
and saying she wanted the acid to

400 AMERICANS FLEE 


FROM MEXICO CITY 


New Danger irises to Foreip- 


ers Who Seek Refuge, 


Mexico City, May 5.—Another special 


train bearing over 400 American refu- 
gees left Mexico City for Puerto Mex- 
ico on Coatzacoalcos bay. There the 
'refugees will be met by ships sent by 
Rear Admiral Badger and taken from 
the country. - 


Arrangements for the train were 


made by the Brazilian legation, which 
now. has charge of American Interests 
with tbe authorities, but the details 
of the trip to Puerto Mexico were 
worked out l>y the American commit- 
tee. 


Considerable more apprehension for 


the safety of Americans In Mexico Is 
felt lnx'iiu^M of the report thiit a Mex- 


ican steamship was blown up in the 
harbor at Manzauillo. 


There is the fear that Mexicans will 


lay tbe disaster to Americana. . al- 
though the report has it tbat . the 
steamer, the Luella, was -sunk by the 
explosion of a mine which had been 
planted for the United States protect- 
ed cruiser Itnlelgh. 
No loss of life 


was mentioned. Tbe steamer belong- 
ed to the Cananea, Rio Yaqui and Pa- 
cific Railway company. 


It was also reported on April 30 that 


the Luella had been destroyed by a 
boiler explosion in the Manzauillo har- 
bor and that the nolsr <"ave rise to ru- 
mors that the port ha-' been bombard- 
ed by an American warship. It was 
later explained tbat tbe town was re- 
ported "on Ure" and not "fired on." 


Published reports that General Hiier-

Arrangements for the train were 


made by the Brazilian legation, which 
now. has charge of American Interests 
with tbe authorities, but the details 
of the trip to Puerto Mexico were 
worked out l>y the American commit- 
tee. 


Considerable more apprehension for 


the safety of Americans In Mexico Is 
felt lnx'iiu^M of the report thiit a Mex- 


ican steamship was blown up in the 
harbor at Manzauillo. 


There is the fear that Mexicans will 


lay tbe disaster to Americana. . al- 
though the report has it tbat . the 
steamer, the Luella, was -sunk by the 
explosion of a mine which had been 
planted for the United States protect- 
ed cruiser Itnlelgh. 
No loss of life 


was mentioned. Tbe steamer belong- 
ed to the Cananea, Rio Yaqui and Pa- 
cific Railway company. 


It was also reported on April 30 that 


the Luella had been destroyed by a 
boiler explosion in the Manzauillo har- 
bor and that the nolsr <"ave rise to ru- 
mors that the port ha-' been bombard- 
ed by an American warship. It was 
later explained tbat tbe town was re- 
ported "on Ure" and not "fired on." 


Published reports that General Hiier- 


ta's health Is breaking and that he Is 
on the verge of a nervous collapse are 
untrue. On the contrary, he Is as ac- 
tive and alert as ever and In the clos- 
est touch with all tbe affairs of his 
government. He takes his usual auto- 
mobile rides about the city, makes, his 
usual visits to the cafes and outward- 
ly gives the impression of being far 
from worried.
